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Communist C hina - India; A People’s Daily 
editorial of 7 September indicates that China will 
reject New Delhi's bid for preliminary talks on the 
Sino-Indian boundary dispute. The editorial calls 
the proposal an attempt to use ’’phony negotiations” 
to cover military pressure against China. 

The Indian note of 22 August proposed prepara- 
tory talks and stipulated that they include discussion 
of Chinese withdrawal from Ladakh. The Peiping 
editorial termed this unacceptable, and reiterated 
China’s call for ’’unconditional” negotiations. 

Peiping probably regards New Delhi’s initiative 
for talks as a victory for its tough stand against 
Indian military counterpressures in Ladakh. New 
Delhi, faced with strong domestic opposition to any 
compromise, is unlikely to yield on its demands for 
a Chinese pull-back, but probably will continue to 
keep the door open to discussions. 
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in the next few months unless t he government takes 
preventive action immediately.!
